“Not only did 
we raise enough, we were 
able to keep in reserve about 
$300 for future “school spirit” 
needs,” said Poindexter. 
Since that time the Facebook 
group has been used for get- 
ting information out, sharing 
memories, reconnection and 
making a difference. 

At the reunion attendees 
were asked for donations to 
cover the cost of beverages 
as well as a $10 cover charge 
to pay for the building rental, 
band and a small buffet.

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VETERAN OF THE MONTH 


The “Veteran of the Month” for 
July 2016 is Douglas Emory Sloan. 
Born on May 14th, 1966 in Duluth, 
Minnesota, Sloan graduated from 
Charlevoix, Michigan High School in 
the class of 1985 where he lettered in 
football, basketball, track and cross- 
country. Sloan first enlisted in the 
National Guard attaining the rank 
of Sergeant. He than entered West- 
ern Michigan University, and the 
ROTC program, graduating with a 
Bachelor of Science Degree, with a 
major in history and minor in 
French, and received his commis- 
sion into the regular army. On April 
28th, 2001, in Columbus, Georgia, 
Sloan married Kerry Turner. Sloan’s 
deployments included Korea, Iraq, 
Afghanistan, and many points in be- 
tween. He was later assigned as 
Commander of Battle Company, 1st 
Battalion, 32nd Infantry Regiment, 
8rd Brigade Combat Team, and 10th 
Mountain Division. After a promo- 
tion to Major, and completing his 
third deployment at Forward Oper- 
ating Base Camp Blessing, in 
Afghanistan’s Waygul Valley, Major 
Sloan was taking his replacement 
around to the different villages and 
introducing him to village elders 
and local villagers when his vehicle 
hit an IED. He and two fellow com- 
rades were killed. At his Memorial 
at Camp Blessing, which was later 
renamed “Fire Base Sloan”, many 
Afghan people walked miles to at- 
tend and show their respect.

Major 
Sloan received “The Order of Saint 
Maurice Medallion” which is pre- 
sented only to those who have con- 
tributed significantly to the 
promotion of the Infantry.

Caterpillar Time - Thoughts on Young 
Friends of the Jordan

If you are familiar with US 
painter Georgia O'Keeffe 
(1887 - 1986), you very well 
may know her as a painter of 
immensely scaled flowers 
and sun-bleached animal 
skulls in desert landscapes, 
these being among the most 
famous of her very famous 
works. However, it was the 
thoughtful words of O'Keeffe 
that touched me and drew 
me to her art, and not the 
other way around. 

"Nobody sees a flower re- 
ally; it is so small. We haven't 
time, and to see takes time - 
like to have a friend takes 
time." 

The above sentiment is one 
of my favorite quotes. It be- 
speaks the benefit of time 
dedicated to relationship, 
whether with another per- 
son, species or object. Rela- 
tionship. Connection. 
Observation. These don’t 
necessarily require special 
tools or skills, but they do 
take time. 

Kids already know all 
about this kind of time. All it 
takes is to take a hike down a 
trail with a child to realize 
that they come by it natu- 
rally. Inching along, they 
pause more often than not to 
check out the world at their 
feet. Unfortunately, they are 
less and less frequently of- 
fered or encouraged to take 
time in this way. At best, par- 
ents (like me) find the phrase 
“Hurry up” to be one of our 
most frequently used. At 
worst, it is discouraged, and 
often, tragically, in the name 
of learning. 

Ihave come to think of 
this time as Caterpillar Time. 


Statement on Michigan Health Insurance 


Following is a statement 
by Press Secretary Jonathan 
Gold on Michigan health in- 
surance rate changes: 

“Consumers in Michigan 
will continue to have afford- 
able coverage options in 
2017. Last year, the average 
monthly premium for people 
with HealthCare.gov cover- 
age getting tax credits in- 
creased just $4 from $102 to 
$106 per month, despite 
headlines suggesting double 
digit increases. People in 
Michigan understand how 
the Marketplace works, and 
they know that they can 
shop around and find cover- 
age that fits their needs and 
budget. In fact, last year 
more than 36 percent of 
them did exactly that by 
switching plans to save 
money. In addition, the vast 
majority of consumers in 
Michigan qualify for tax 
credits that reduce the cost 
of coverage below the sticker 
price. Today’s announce- 
ment is just the beginning of 
the rates process, and con- 
sumers will have the final 
word when they vote with 
their feet during Open En- 
rollment.” 

Proposed rates aren’t what 
consumers pay. While 
today’s filings show an aver- 
age rate increase in Michi- 
gan, a report from the US. 
Department of Health and 
Human Services demon- 
strates that proposed pre- 
mium changes from 
preliminary rate filings do 
not capture what Market- 
place consumers actually 
pay.

In preparation for the 
Summer Program, Maria 
(my co-director) and I spend 
many an hour planning - and 
a lot of energy carrying out - 
the full days of activities for 
the Young Friends. Yet when 
we ask the kids for their fa- 
vorite thing of the day, week 
or session, we usually hear 
about the happy accidents, 
the things we didn’t (or 
couldn’t) have had a plan for. 
Seeing so many fish. Stand- 
ing under the waterfall. 
Catching frogs. Touching a 
snake. Finding that bird's 
nest. Collecting fossils. Let- 
ting the caterpillar crawl on 
my arm. 

Connections! 

Of course. They get it 
without even trying. Hands 
down, their favorite activities 
are these connections that 
are made with parts of the 
whole that is the Jordan 
River Watershed. And while 
we can't exactly plan for a 
particular caterpillar, snake 
or fossil to appear and catch 
somebody's eye, we can make 
sure we're ready when it 
does. 

So together, as planned, we 
learn about our best tools for 
observation - our senses. We 
endeavor to collectively ex- 
plore what makes a water- 
shed a watershed - and what 
makes ours so special. As a 
group, we journey to the 
most amazing locales - and 
we are blessed with so many 
great natural areas nearby 
from which to choose. And 
then - when that caterpillar 
comes along, which it in- 
evitably does - the child’s 
natural inclination takes it 
from there. We, as directors 
full of plans and activities, 


credits and can buy a plan 
for less than $75 per month. 

- 88% of Marketplace con- 
sumers in Michigan receive 
tax credits, which are de- 
signed to protect consumers 
from premium increases and 
help make coverage afford- 
able. 

- Tax credits increase if 
the cost of the second lowest- 
cost silver, or benchmark, 
plan goes up. So if all premi- 
ums in a market go up by 
similar amounts, 83% of 
Marketplace consumers in 
that market will not neces- 
sarily pay more because 
their tax credits will go up to 
compensate. Average rate in- 
creases reported with the 
preliminary rate filings do 
not account for tax credits. 

- For 2016 coverage, 63% of 
customers in Michigan had 
the option of selecting a plan 
with a premium of $75 or 
less per month after tax 
credits. 

- Prior to the ACA, it was 
nearly impossible for con- 
sumers to compare plans 
and shop around easily — and 
many Americans went unin- 
sured because they couldn’t 
afford insurance or had pre- 
existing conditions. Those 
who did have insurance in 
the individual market were 
often trapped in the plan 
they had, since people with 
even small health problems 
could be denied coverage or 
charged an exorbitant price 
if they tried to switch plans 
or issuers. 

- Today, Marketplace con- 
sumers in Michigan can pur- 
chase any available plan 
regardless of health condi- 


simply grant the time. 

Such an indulgence, this 
time seems these days, but so 
crucial. Time to observe, 
make the connection, and es- 
tablish the relationship. 

And that's the beauty of it, 
because this holds the power 
to build other, often bigger or 
deeper, connections - with 
our watershed, with our 
friends and family, with our 
passions in life. These mean- 
ingful relationships give us 
perspective and help us de- 
fine our place in the world. 
This may sound like lofty 
stuff from a little caterpillar 
but you don’t have to take it 
from me. For starters, doa 
google search for “nature 
deficit disorder.” 

Of course, if nothing else, 
it’s good fun! I feel lucky 
that, as a child in the 70s and 
80s, I can recall summer days 
roaming our neighborhood 
and exploring small “natural 
areas” there, i.e. backyards, 
climbing trees, undeveloped 
ponds on the edge of town. 
There were no Wild and Sce- 
nic Rivers in the suburbs of 
Detroit where I grew up and 
we'd never heard of a water- 
shed. But that did not lessen 
our enjoyment or sense of 
adventure. Things have cer- 
tainly changed - in 2016, that 
kind of freedom is a rare ex- 
ception. The Young Friends 
of the Jordan Summer Pro- 
gram is one way we can 
safely grant a similar child- 
hood experience to our 
youth. 

The famous words of Geor- 
gia O'Keeffe have found a 
place on the wall for most of 
my adult life now, in the 
many roosts in which I 
dwelled before settling in the 


tions, and tools such as the 
doctor lookup and out-of- 
pocket cost calculator help 
them find the plan that 
meets their needs. Last year, 
36% of returning Market- 
place consumers in Michi- 
gan switched plans. They 
saved an average of $540 an- 
nually. 

- Based on an examination 
of preliminary 2017 rate fil- 
ings for nine states that re- 
leased rates earlier this year, 
Avalere found that the aver- 
age rate increase for lowest 
and second-lowest cost silver 
plans was 7-8%, about half 
the overall average rate in- 
crease in these states. That 
difference highlights how 
consumers can benefit from 
shopping around. 

Prior to the Affordable 
Care Act, plans were typi- 
cally inferior and excluded 
services like maternity care, 
or even routine services like 
prescription drugs. Plans 
also often charged a higher 
premium, or denied cover- 
age altogether, to consumers 
due to a pre-existing condi- 
tion. Now, all consumers 
have the option to purchase 
quality, affordable coverage. 
This is a big deal for as many 
as 4,394,000 people in Michi- 
gan with a pre-existing con- 
dition. 

Preliminary rates aren’t 
final rates. Preliminary rates 
often change significantly 
before being finalized. In 
particular, they are subject 
to rate review, which led to 
$1.5 billion in savings for 
consumers in 2015. Last year, 
final rates in some states 
were below proposed rates.

Health insurance is clearly 
something people in Michi- 
gan like, want, and need: 
345,813 people signed up for 
2016 coverage through the 
Marketplace. Since major 
provisions of the Affordable 
Care Act went into effect, 
Michigan’s uninsured rate 
fell from 12.7 percent in 2013 
to 8.1 percent in 2015 for non- 
elderly residents, according 
to new data released re- 
cently. 

Both Marketplace and 
non-Marketplace consumers 
continue to benefit from the 
low health care cost growth 
of recent years. Marketplace 
rates remain well below ex- 
pectations when the law was 
passed. Marketplace rates 
for 2014 came in about 15% 
below Congressional Budget 
Office (CBO) projections in 
2010. Better-than-expected 
Marketplace premiums are 
due in large part to lower- 
than-expected economy-wide 
health care cost growth and 
other efficiencies. 

For the half of Americans 
who obtain health insurance 
through an employer, premi- 
ums for family coverage 
grew by an average of 5% 
per year from 2010 to 2015 — 
compared with about 8% per 
year from 2000 to 2010. Pre- 
miums grew at an even 
slower 4.2% rate in 2015. If 
premium growth since 2010 
had matched the average 
growth rate over the prior 
ten years, the average family 
premium would have been 
almost $2,600 higher in 2015.
